Md ., Nov. 23.— That tin 
negro emplo y es of the midshipmen'» 
mess who desired to injure the white

jf fo o d used by midshipmen, causing 
the sev ere* sto mach tro uble which be 
g an abo ut ten day s ago ami which af­ 
fected o v er half o f the men, is the 
firm belief o f autho rities o f the acad 
©my . 
Acting o n facts which hav e 
been bro ught o ut by the inv estigatio n 


of Co mmander Co o ntz, co mmandant o f 
midshipmen, and a number o f nav al 
medical o fficers, an o rder has been 
issued suspending C. .1. Ridgeley aud 
William Harris, steward and assistant 
co o k respectiv ely , and further actio n 
will be taken if facts are fo und which 
warrant it. 
It is admitted that there is no dire< 
pro o f against the two , but it is sail 
that 
there is stro ng circumstantial 
ev idence. 
The theo ry 01 the autho rities is that 
Harris desired the place o f chief co o k 
and that in this he was abetted by 
Ridgely . 
The place is filled by Wil­ 
liam Weav er, a white man. 
It is 
tho ught that the drug was placed in 
sugar, fro m which it is hardly dis­ 
tinguishable witho ut careful ex amina­ 
tio n. and in that way reached the co f- i 
fee and tea, and the desserts partaken 
of by the midshipmen.
